CAN'T TRY TIGERS.

——

JUDGE ALDRICH RENDERS FAR-REACH-
‘ ING DECISIQN.

Handicap Authorities.

Ruling, if Sustained by Supreme Court,
May Cripple Policeman in Fighting
Liquor Sellers.

Anderson, Sept. 25.—An appeal case
from the myor's court involving an
important question of jurisdiction was
decided before Judge Aldrich in the
sessions court today. The appeal was
from a decision of the mayor imposing
a fine of §100 or 30 days for selling
whi~key. Appellanl’s counsel took
the position that the mayor's court had
no jurisdiction to try a defendant
charged with violation of dispensary
law, the mayor had ouly coneurrent
jurisdiction with the magistrate and
|that as the stalutes gave a magistrate
nojuri-dietion to try such cases the
mayor was bound ulso by the same
stututory limitation, The general
statules give the mayor of the eity the
same powers as a magistrate, and it
was argued by counsel for the defense
that a city council could not extend by
ordinance Lthe jurisdiction defined by
the legislature, .

The decision of Judge Aldrich, in
case it is sustained by the supreme
eourt, will be of the most far-reaching
consequence. It might seriously ham-
per the enforcement of the liquor law
in every town and city in the State.
All that the police department of a eity
could do would be to make arrests ‘and
have a warrant issued by a magistrate.
The magistrate would then, if upon a
prelimivary hearing the evidence war-
ranted it, send the case up to the ses-
sions court for ftrial. .

The decision has attracted a great
deal of interest Lere. The city will
appeal to the supreme court, and a de-
cision of that tribunal will be awaited
with general interest over the State.
